Scott Moves 
To Help 
Stricken Area 

Illinois Stale - Treasurer 
William J. Scott announced 
today thai he is immediately 
transferring over one million 
dollars of additional State 
funds lo banks in Crystal 
Lake, to provide loan funds 
rot* the victims of the April 
11 tornado disaster. 

Scott said. "$700,0(10 in 
State funds is being placed 
in the Home Slate Hank of 
Crystal Lake and $300,000 in 
(he First National Hank of 
Crystal Lake. The First Na- 
tional Hank Building was bad- 
ly damaged by the tornado, 
but they have moved their 
banking operations Into the 
Home Stale Hank's (punters 
in order to provide contin- 
ued services," Scott said. 

Scott established the new 
policy of using his office lo 
help victims in disaster areas, 
by providing these temporary 
loan funds shortly after he 
took ofrice. At that time a 
major fire bad destroyed 
most of Hie stores and of- 
fices in Marion. Illinois. Later 
he provided banks in Anita, 
IIL, additional funds when 
the local peach crop failed. 

Farlier this year, Scot I 
had shifted over $»0 million 
of State funds into hundreds 
of downstatc Illinois banks 
to help Tanners whose crops 
had been destroyed by 
drought. 

"All of (he additional funds 
came from the sale of U. S. 
government securities which 
the Treasurer's Office held," 
Scott added, "and they are 
now being placed in interest 
bearing tune accounts with 
banks."

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Courthouse Notebook

. At least one man in (he 
county. Vic Viscount. Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Lake 
tenuity' Contractors' j Assn., is 
convinced that thousands of 
dollars could be added to the 
coffers of taxing bodies 
throughout the county if 
township assessors wore 
aware of all the additions and 
improvements to properly 
made by owners wilhout 
building permits. 

City and village building 
departments can keep pretty 
close check on building im- 
provements because of the 
small area they have to 
cover, but in the unincorpor- 
ated areas of the county the 
job takes on greater magni- 
tude. 

A ride through the coun- 
tryside, off the main high- 
ways and county roads, re- 
veals scores of houses being 
renovated, rooms or porches 
being added, major over- 
hauls, and new garages going 
up, all without permits. 

Many of these improve- 
ments are never caught by 
the assessors because their 
limited staffs do not permit 
them to check every build- 
ing in the township even 
in quadrennial assessment 
years. 

Property owners who se- 
cure a building permit from 
the county or mulicipal build- 
ing department are penal- 
ized because they not only 
paw for the .permit, but the 
assessor, by checking the 
local records, is aware of 
the improvement and can 
adjust the assessment for tax 
purposes accordingly. 

A suggestion is made that 
a corps of volunteer special 
deputy building inspectors 
could be established to sup- 
plement the regular staff in 
the county building depart- 
ment. 

These special deputies, re- 
cruited primarily from the 
building industry, could in- 
spect projects and notify 
County Building Officer Jos 
eph Cannon if unauthorized 
building Is underway. 

The suggestion may smack 
somewhat of "snooper" lac- 
tics, but the people who 
would be hurt are those who 
are cheating on their assess- 
ments and "getting away 
with something." 

The builder or homeowner 
who takes out a permit is 
being victimized by those 
who wittingly or unwittingly 
make improvements without 
a proper permit. 

Our tax laws are based on 

he idea that each person 

muld pay according to the 



value of his property and this 
value can be, determined 
only if the assessor has full 
knowledge of the property 
and its improvements. 

The recent township elec- 
tions point up again the in- 
terest in local elections is at 
a low ebb. 

The small voter turnout In 
most townships, even where 
I here .were contests, indicates 
that township government 
may be on the way out at 
least* in populous counties 
such as Lake, 

Certainly many of the 
present functions of town- 
ship government could be 
absorbed by the county while 
maintaining the township as 
a geographic entity. 

Relief Administration, the 
primary function of the town- 
ship supervisor, could still be 
handled by the supervisor, 
but levies for relief purposes 
could be on a county level. 

This would eliminate multi- 
ple poor relief levies, multi- 
ple bookkeeping for county 
hospital and county home 
administrators, and duplica- 
tions of administrative staffs. 

Supervisors and assistant 
supervisors would still be 
elected as representatives of 
townships, but they would be 
elected at county elections 
after primary elections. 

Township assessors would 
be elected as county officers 
from their respective town- 
ships and the county super- 
visor of assessments would 
also be an elective officer 
since it is incongruous to 
have an appointive official 
telling elected officials what 
they should do. 

Since many townships now 
have only a small road mile- 
age the township roads could 
be absorbed into the county 
system or into municipal sys- 
tems a s cities a nd villages ex- 
their^botHidaries. 
le town clerk and the 
tjfwn auditor posts could be 

liminated since there would 
no work for them. 

A major advantage would 
e elimination of one or 
myriad elections that 
plagbp and confuse the popu- 
lace every spring. 

The advantages of home 
rule or grass roots govern- 
ment would be retained be- 
cause tho supervisors of 
general assistance, county 
board members, and assess- 
ors would still be elected di- 
rectly by the people they 
serve and represent.

The subjects under discus- 
lion by the Cultural and Edu- 
cational Committee relate 
to efforts at reduction of Il- 
literacy In the underdevel- 
oped nations and particularly 
the use of television, radio 
and other modern techniques 
for large-scale literacy , pro- 
grams. An American film 
will be presented at the Dub- 
lin Conference by our U. S. 
delegates demonstrating the 
efficacy of the Peace Corps 
School-to-School program un- 
der which an American 
P.T.A. or other organization 
sponsors the construction of 
an elementary school in one 
of the underdeveloped- na- 
tions. In addition, there-will 
be extended discussion of 
cultural and educational ex- 
chance programs which have 
the possibility of contributing 
to increased international un- 
derstanding. 

With the general tenso na- 
ture of the international situ- 
ation, it Is not unlikely that 
our American delegates will 
be faced with the problem of 
explaining and justifying 
American actions abroad, 
particularly in Vict Nam. Ex- 
tensive briefing sessions have 
been held and numerous 
background papers have 
been studied in preparing 
our delegates to set forth 
clearly our nation's desire 
for peace and freedom in all 
parts of the world. While 
this international conference 
presents challenges to test 
our American position, it 
likewise presents a golden op- 
portunity to communicate di- 
dectly with numerous offi- 
cials from both sides of the 
Iron Curtain expressing 
clearly and forcefully our na- 
tion's basic policies and our 
determination that these poli- 
cies shall prevail. 

Our delegation of five Sen- 
ators and nine U. S. Repre- 
sentatives will be headed by 
this year's chairman. Senator 
Herman E. Taimadge of Geor- 
gia. Our able executive sec- 
retary, Dr. George B. Gallo- 
way of the Library of Con- 
gress, will be in constant 
communication with our dele- 
gates, as will Mr. Elmore 
Jackson, Special Assistant to 
the Assistant Secretary of 
State for International Or- 
ganization Affairs. 

At a later date it Is plan- 
ned to provide a resume' of 
the experiences gained in 
this important mission in be- 
half of our nation.

Many Chinese young peo- 
ple, come here to study, he 
says, because there are very 
few colleges in Hong Kong, 
and they're overloaded, Itong 
Kong, is not part of Red 
China, he points out, but a 
British colony. 

Four of his countrymen 
arc also students at Wiscon- 
sin State, three of them for- 
mer classmates of his 
in Hong Kong. That helped 
to keep him from getting too 
homesick', he says. 

He won't be going home 
for summer vacations, he 
says. But his father, who is 
captain of a ship traveling 
between Hong Kong and New 
York, has phoned him twice, 
and Jim hopes to go to New 
York this summer and see 
his father. 

He speaks excellent Eng- 
lish—the result of studying 
English in school, he says. 
His life in this country start- 
ed with a series of confusing 
events that might have dis- 
couraged a less determined 
youngster. 

His plan to come to the 
U. S. by ship had to be can- 
celed when he found the 
ship's arrival would he too 
late for him to enter school. 
So he flew by jet. 

Arriving at O'Hare airport 
in Chicago, a man who was 
supposed to have met him 
there never showed up. Jim 
waited two days, then the 
man arranged to meet him 
the next morning to take him 
to the bus station for his trip 
to Whitewater. When he 
failed to arrive in time, the 
■ motel called a cab for Jim. 
The cab driver told him it 
was too late to get to the bus 
station on time, and suggest-

Arrangements for desig- 
nating buildings as emergen- 
cy Red Cross shelters arc 
made in advance, so there is 
little delay in opening shel- 
ters. \ Island Lake Grade 
School was opened as a shel- 
ter, but fortunately was not 
needed because all families 
routed from their homes 
stayed with friends or rela- 
tives. 

, Second comes Ihe rehabili- 
tation period. This lasts un- 
til the lives of stricken fam- 
ilies return to normal. Any 
family that needs food, cloth- 
ing, home repairs, medical 
attention for disaster-caused 
injuries, or 'burial assistance 
is welcome to apply for Red 
Cross aid. 

All such assistance is a 
gift from the American peo- 
ple wiio-support the Red 
Cross during its annual cam- 
paign. Aid is given solely 
on the basis of need. 

Following a disaster, the 
Red Cross has the responsi- 
bility for caring for human 
needs. Civil Defense strives 
to maintain or restore or- 
derly governmental services. 
The roles arc separate, even 
though the two work togeth- 
er in disasters such as Island 
Lake's. .

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Hooked by the fishing 
bug? If so, here's a line for 
you. | _ 

As one of the nation's 18 

million anglers, remember to 
angle in on safe fishing prac- 
tices when you head for sea, 
stream, or lake. 

That's the message from 
"A Fisherman's Notebook*" 
new color motion picture pro- 
duced by Aetna" Life Affil- 
iated 'Companies to remind 
fishing enthusiasts that their 
"catch" could be trouble If 
a few rules of common sense 
aren't followed. 

Written by Jack Rowlcs, 
veteran fishing expert who Is 
also featured in the film,' the 
movie takes viewers fly-cast- 
ing for "rainbows" In Ver- 
mont streams,, deep, sea fish- 
ing off Nantucket Island, and 
surf-casting for "stripers" 
from Cape Cod beaches. 

Here arc some safety notes 
from "A Fisherman's Note- 
book": 

Don't try to wade rock- 
bottom streams with plain 
rubber-soled boots. Soles of 
felt or leather with hobnails 
arc less slippery and could 
make the difference between 
standing or swimming. Best 
bet is to find a safe spot in 
the water and stay there 
white stream fishing. 

If you find yourself in 
water up to your neck, relax, 
and let the current carry you 
downstream back to shallow 
water. Don't fight the cur- 
rent, you'll waste your 
strength. 

A stunned fish occasionally 

revives, so use a canvas glove 

to get a good grip anil avert 

I a wound from the fish's sharp 

fins or teeth. 

Use pliers instead of a 
sharp knife to remove a hook 
from a fish. 

Always wear a life jacket 
while fishing from a boat. 

When surf casting, try to 
stand about 75 feet from your 
nearest fishing neighbor to 
allow plenty of room for 
maneuvering your line and 
hook. 

Keep fishing equipment 
not in use stored in one spot, 
preferably in a box, to avoid 
tripping a fellow fisherman. 

Before taking a boat out, 
learn and heed weather re- 
ports. Take along a compass 
and reliable navigational 
charts. 

Persons fishing from a 



small boat should do so on 
alternate sides. This helps 
balance the craft, reduced 
chances of ' line entangle- 
ments, and gives you a 180 
degree view for possible 
danger from oncoming speed- 
boats. 

In fresh water fishing, be 
on guard against a "come- 
back plug" when you miss a 
fish and snap the plug from 
the water.
